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Hello there! 

Islam is an Arabic term that means submission and surrender to the will of 
Almighty God. Islam also means peace.

- The Prophet Adam(PBUH) - Luke 3:38 

- The Prophet Solomon (PBUH) - II Samuel 7:13-14 

- Angels - Job 1:6, 2:1, 38:7 

- The Prophet David (PBUH) - Psalms 2:7 

And Allah (Almighty God) has reveled to us the full story of Jesus (PBUH) 
and made a full chapter on the Qur'an in the name of "Maryam' which means 
"Marry" describing that she was the purest women on earth and Allah has 
also talked about Jesus not being his son, but his prophet:
